is being carried to the verge of immorality. 


Sensilile men of the pi'ess have, from time 
to time, made some mild suggestions, in the 
form of v/itty squibs, with the vain hope of 
calling the att'.'ntion of women to the absurdi- 
ties of their costume, which those who could 
write have met with counter charges on the 
assailable points in man's attire; but no one 
Eeems disposed to grapple 
philosophically 
with the proljlcin. 
Hence I appeal to you to 
give to your countrywomen, in your clear, 
concise style, an exliìiiistive essay on this 
question. 
Li reading of 3*our 
recherché 
luncheons for ladies alone, it occun-ed to me 
that you might seize that opportunity to iu- 
troduce the question of bai'e necks and arms, 
and discuss it freely, and jjerhaps inaugurate 
among your fashionable acquaintances some 
much needed reform. 


With this hope I will content myself with a- 
few suggestions as to the several aspects in 
which the dress question may be considered: 


First—"VVTio starts new fashions, and what 
Is their significance? 


Second—What is their relation to health, 
comfort, convenience and beauty? 


Third—What is their effect on the morals 
of the indi\adual and society? 


Like govemments, religion and the cus- 
toms of society, dress is the outgrowth of the 
ideas of a people; hence, the style differs es- 
BentiaHy in various countries, and in the 
same coimtr^ at different times. 
The dress, 
the manners, the morals proper for women 
have always been based on some theory in re- 
gard to the object of their creation, and their 
status in the scale of being. 
The sole object 
of their existence up to our day has been sup- 
posed 
to 
be 
to 
please 
man ; 
hence, 
while 
all 
the 
successive 
changes 
in 
man's 
di-ess 
have 
been 
in 
the direc- 
tion of freedom, the endless fashions for 
woman's attii-e have been merely so many 
variations of different forms of bondage. 
When we fully reach that point in civiliza^ 
tdon in which woman will be supposefl to ex- 
ist for her own happineas, she wiU dress for 
her freedom and comfort. 
Frances Power 
Gobbe facetiously asks the question: "If dogs 
and cats wei-e callefl into being primarily for 
their own happiness, and secondarily for 
the convenience of their mastere, is it too 
much to suppose that women 
also were 
created primarily for their own enjoyment?" 
When this theory prevails, no doubt many of 
our costumes will be essentially modified. 


Again, woman's dominion over man was 
always supposed to be pm-ely physical, and 
just in proportion as she could rouse his lias- 
sions, and hold him by those atti-actions to 
which he was most susceptible, he was her 
slave foi- the time being. 
Dress plays a most 
impoi-tant jiart in this kind of domination, 
which thosci who make a study of the passion- 
ate nature of man thoroughly understand, 
and drape tiieir persons accordingly. 
In the 
early hist<ji-y of the race men hmited for 
wives, as t'uey now do for other game, and 
captui-ed th(> choicest they covdd find. Then 
they had it idi their own way, except as they 
interiertHI with one another. 
The woman's 
chief pride and distinction was to be among 
the stolen. 
The next step was to make them 
articles of merchandise, and as those who 
came to puz chase claimed the i ight to see the 
article offered, the scant drax>ery was so ar- 
ranged as to display their greatest attrac- 
tions. 
But once in the possession of the happy 
owner, the charms must now be sedulously 
veiled fi ora all outside observers. 
American 
men are not so selfish and exacting. 
They 
allow theii- wives and daughters to imvail 
before aU Israel and the sun. 
In eastern 
nations the ideal woman was helpless, and 
modest in the extreme—safe only in seclusion ; 
hence caie nation compressed her feet in iron 
shoes, that 
she 
might 
not stray 
from 
home; another 
required 
her to wear 
a 
mask, 
that 
no 
imbidden 
guest 
should 
be seduced 
by her 
attractioiLs, 
nor hei- 
vanity cultivated 
by 
undue observation. 
The owner wished all her little arts concen- 
trated 
on 
himself, 
absolute property in 
woman being thus far the basic idea in all the 
social relations. 
To please man was the be- 
ginning, end and aim of her existence, the 
creed and catechism of her religion. 
He was 
the sun of her tmiverse, tlie object of her 
worship, her chief study. 
Until now all 
EJve's daughters have a kind of hereditary in- 
sight into the wonders and mysteries of his 
complicated <M-ganization cmd the manifold 
manifestatìons of his wisdom, KoodneMi and 
poww. 


Li our day the girl in the progress of civili- 
cation has come, in a measure, to own herself, 
and in addition to her beauties of featm^ and 
complexion she is supposed to have many 
higher attractions of a moral and intellectual 
character. 
Many have a thorough collegiate 
education; some have inherited large for- 
tunes; some are skilled in the trades, profe&- 


men, as congregaie in Washington society, 
passes aU comprehension. 


It is bad enough for young girls to attract 
the attention of yoimg men by such acts, and 
I fto demoralize them by such exposures, but

Why should 
ve, the greatest nation on the globe, if we 
jxcept Russia, the only one still in the act of 
growth, consent to foUow the antiquated cus- 
toms of those nations, that have long sino» 
passed the zenith of their power, customs so 
unworthy the higher type of 
womanhood 
America boasts to-day. 


So long as there is no admission into court 
pircles except through such humiliations of a 
woman's proper pride find delicacy, I conjure 
aU American women to forego the supposed 
I honor of being presented to the crowned 
heads of Europe. 
And let us in turn estab- 
lish the custom that women cannot be ad- 
mitted into the best American society with 
their necks, shoulders and arms uncovered. 


Sitting at dinner once in a fashionable hotel 
at Washington, discussing a woman's conve»- 
tion, then in session, with some gentlemen, a 
lady offensively in the opposition, as inde- 
cently di-essed a.s the fashion allowed, ob- 
jec'tiid to women sjx^aking in public, singu- 
larly euouj;h on the gi ound that it involved 
gi-eat sacrin; e of delicacy and refinement to 
be thus exposed to thè gaze of promiscuoxis 
assemblies. 


With my ej-as averted as much as possible, 
for I was ashamed to have the gentleman see 
me look at her, I listened, with smothered 
impatience, to her platitudes on woman's 
sphere.

rimony is a barter of charm for charm, it is 
quite as important for young men to display 
l^eir well-timied throats, chests and limbs, 
their well-developed muscles, as it is for the 
girls to unveil their fine proportions.

his work on heredity, tells us the tendency of 
mankind is 
always backward to old con- 
ditions, and this fashion of displaying the 
person no doubt grows out of the old com- 
pulsory custom among the ancients.

Our innocent girls mistake the example of 
this class of women, without tmderstanding 
the philo-sophy on which their fashions are 
based; without ever asking themselves: What 
is the significance of this fashion? What was 
its origin? 
What are its advantages? 
Is it 
artistic? 
Is it useful? Does it rouse the higher 
sentiments? Does it benefit the wearer, elevate 
the observer, and cultivate the good taste 
of society? No! no! a fuU evening dress is 
neither comfortable, convenient, artistic nor 
decent for a refined, educated woman. 


When I was last in England I wanted very 
much to pay my respects to the queen, but on 
learning that a court dre^ 
involved bare 
neck and ai-ms, I abandoned the idea of shiv- 
ering in a cold ante-room for one hour and 
losing my-self-respect to enjoy that honor.

"When I was at Washington in 1844, 
as t h e correspondent of that 
stanch 
old "Whig paper, the Boston 
Atlas, I 
was invited by Col. Seaton, of the Na- 
tional Intelligencer, to attend his an- 
cnal supper to the Whig Congressmen. 
He also gave one to the Democrats, and 
there were enough 
recipients of his 
hospitality in each house to secure a 
frequent apijropriation for the "Annals 
and Debates." The old National In- 
telligencer 
a very high-toned paper, 
but its editor managed to get a good 
many appropriations for ingenious com- 
binationd of printers' inJc and paper. 


Col. Seaton then resided in the house 
in which he passed the closing years of 
his life, on E street, opposite the pres- 
ent general postoffice. I t has within a 
few years been transformed into a lager- 
beer saloon, where burly Teutons im- 
bibe their favorite tipples and eat pret- 
zels. Col. Seaton, who received his 
guests with the courtly grace so seldom 
witnessed nowadays, was a tall, 
well- 
made and rather 
good-looking man. 
He commanded the Washington Light 
Infantry 
Corps 
when 
John 
Quincy 
Adams was President, and always re- 
tained his martial air. 


After saluting the host, nearly every- 
one who entered paid their respects to 
ex-President Adams, who sat on the sofa 
at one end of the room, his form slightly 
bowed by time, b u t his eyes nowise 
dimmed, a calm seriousness, not devoid 
of melancholy, in his expression, and a 
profundity of thought graven on his 
brow. I t was his last appearance at 
any 
social 
gathering, as three days 
afterward he fell at his post as a repre- 
sentative of Massachusetts, and never 
left the Capitol 
alive. 
"The pitcher 
was broken at the fountain," r n d t h e 
"old man eloquent" was mou! :ed, not 
merely with cold praises and ceremoni- 
ous homages, but with that love which 
speaks in the still, sad music of human- 
ity. 
Mr. Adams was in excellent spir- 
it^^ that night, and he narrated, while I 
was near him, some interesting remi- 
niscences of his residence in Europe 
when he was a young man. 


At the other end of the room 
Henry 
Clay was the renter of a group of 
«admirers, who all hoped to see him 
President before he died, although h e 
was then ujiward of tlircescore and ten 
years of age. He still retained his 
sunny smile and his magnetic manners, 
which Mr. Blaine appears to have in- 
herited. 
Mr. Clay was not then in the 
Senate, although he returned to that 
body 
afterward. Mr. Crittenden, of 
Kentucky, was there, so was that jovial 
humorist, Tom Corwin, of Ohio, and 
then tliere a\ as John P . Hale, of New 
Hamp.shire, who had just begun his glo- 
rious chanipionsliii> of free soil and free 
speech, and from whom the assaults and 
sneers of the liourbon Senators 
would 
roll in debate like musket balls from 
the hide of a rhinoceros. 


Mr. Speaker AVinthrop, that perfect 
gentleman, accomplislied statesman and 
able presiding officer, was present, with 
a large majority of the intelligence of 
the House of Kepresentatives. 
One of 
them was Mr. A. H. Stephens, of 
Georgia, then so emaciated and fragile 
in appearance 
that 
death seemed to 
have claimed him. 
Commodore Stock- 
ton and Gen. Jones 
repres(>nted the 
two arms of national defense. 
Chester 
Harding, the "Magnus 
Apollo" of 
American art, scanned the groups 
with a painter's eye, and the talented 
Healey, recently from the court of 
France, paid his respects to the master 
minds with Parisian courtesy. 


To keep all straight we had Nathan 
Sargent, then the sergeant-at-arms of 
the House, and tlie 
writer of letters 
signed "Oliver Oldschool." There was 
the quiet Mr. Brooks, " E . B." of the 
New York Express, who went from the 
"UQiig party into Knownothingisni, and 
is now a rampant Democrat; the witty 
Charles March, and "Richelim-i" Robin- 
son, of the New York Trihxtne, who 
was afterwards a representative in Con- 
gress. 


An old-fashioned Virginia supper was 
the crowning 
glory of the evening. 
There Avas a saddle of venison at on»^ 
end of the table, a constantly replen- 
ished dish of canvas-backs at the othei-. 
and a profusion of tf^rrapin, salads and 
oysters midway, with home-made pickles 
and • delicious 
corn 
bread. I t was a 
banquet that cast the French 
creations 
of those days far into the shade. 


Judge Howe, of Wisctmsin, made a 
scathing 
arraignment 
of Presi<lent 
Hayes in the Senate on the 25th of 
March, 
1878. T h e next 
h>gislature 
chosen in his State would either re-elect 
him to the Senate or someone else to 
succeed him. and it was understood that 
the adniinistration had not shown any 
dis})Osition to aid him l)y the dis})enpa- 
tion 
i)f 
official 
patronage. 
This 
prompted him to renounce his alle- 
giance to the President, and the assault 
which 1 e made u])on him was the more 
effective because it did not appear to 
be prompted bywratli, but to be the ef- 
frct of an honest Republican indigna- 
tion at the contemplation of what he 
regarded as departures from the time- 
honored Republican landmarks. 


The 
disgruntled and disappointed 
Republicans were present in force to 
enjoy this hostile demonstration against 
an 
unappreciative 
administration. 
William E. Chandler 
drank in every 
1 word as he sat in the reporters' gallery, 
while «x-Senaion Logan, West, Hftrris, 


and Clayton nodded approbation front 
their seats on t h e floor of the Senate. 
XJnsnccessfcd applicants for considships, 
clerkships, judgeships, and other officea 
were abundant in t h e galleries, 
where 
they openly applauded several telling 
points, nor was there any lack of appre- 
ciation on t h e floor of t h e Senate. 
Judge How« was not generally an at- 
tractive speais:er, yet he commanded the 
undivided at;tention that afternoon of 
nearly every Senator for two hours and 
a half, and it was evident that a number 
of leadingKepublicans endorsed all that 
he said. 


The speech was evidently carefully 
prepared. 
There waa a logical precis- 
ion of statement, interspersed with rhe- 
torical commonplaces, scriptural quo- 
tations, and jocular 
remarks, 
Avhich 
showed how it had been i)ut together 
inecemeal, like an old-fashioned bed- 
quilt. 
The only continuous feature of 
the speech was its cai^tious, 
carping 
criticism of t h e President. 
At 
first 
this attracted attention, but after an 
hour or so it lost the charm of novelty, 
and the speaker 
floundered 
along in a 
quagmire of general 
disparagement, 
imtil his wit was swamped and hi« sar- 
casm was mired. 


COURTSHIP THnOTian TBB: BARS. 
The windows in Havana are very tall 
and broad and close to the sidewalk. 
Whether Avith or -n-iihout sashes and 
glazing, they are embrasures 
guarded 
by iron bars, more or less 
ornamental, 
and consequently more or less prison- 
like. 
The sills are as broad as lounges, 
and the young ladies are fond of sitting 
or half reclining in them in the after- 
noons after they hav^ dressed for the 
purpose, and the setting sun has shaded 
the street so that pedestrians begin to 
appear upon it. I never in my life saw 
a sight that surprised m e more than 
that which met my gaze when, after 
registering at the Paris Hotel in San- 
tiago, I turned the first comer for a 
stroll, and r .w one or two beautiful 
girls in every Avindow of every house 
along a whole block or more of dwell- 
ings. 
T h e sidewalks were so narrow 
that my shoulders almost brushed the 
plump Virown fingerss that here and there 
clasped t h e iron 
bars. 
T h e pretty 
yotmg women all looked at me with 
great curiosity, for I was dressed as I 
had been in New York, and when my 
eyes met thedrs they still stared, not 
boldly, b u t lazily. 
One or two 
flirted 
a little, rolling their great black 
eyes 
over the edges of their fans, and titter- 
ing mischievously. I hurried back to 
the hotel, and found I had been re- 
viewed by the elite of Santiago. 


Afterward I saw the same thing in 
other cities, and in Havana, of course, 
I saw more of it and saw it to better 
advantage than anywhere else. I t was 
interesting to watch 
the young men 
"doing the bear," as they call it there; 
that is, walking up and down on the op- 
I)Osite side of the way like a bear in a 
cage, or a sentinel on his post, to at- 
tract the attention and, if possible, the 
smiles of the ladies who have smitten 
them. 
A passer-by c a n s e e i n t o a n y 
house in the daytime, and what he sees 
first is a parlor with two rows of rock- 
ing chairs facdng one another 
opposite 
the window. T h e floor may be tiled or 
not, it may have a chandelier a n d 
pictures or a rug, or it may have none 
of these things, but the two rows of 
rockers it is absolutely certain to have. 
On these chairs sit the members of t h e 
household in the early evening or a t 
night, to enjoy the cool air that playa 
between the street and the open interior 
court, whose palms and tropic 
flowers 
are also seen through the Avindows.— 
Havana Letter in New York Sun. 


WAGNER'S VIEWS ON ART. 


In the Italian and French 
operas, 
which, until Wagner's day, had been 
played throughout Germany, the whole 
stress is laid on the arias which the 
\ arious artists are to sing. 
People go 
to such an opera to b e amused, and, 
aft(>r }iearing it, give no thought to the 
lil'reito nor to the composer, but talk 
only of the singers' voices; the opera

As the con- 
test progresses, we ourselves are lost in 
the characters before us, our noblest 
feelings are aroused and strengthened. 
Wagner believed, furthermore, that the 
subject and words of an opera were not 
less important than the music; and h e 
has expended as much of his own 
spirit in ^vriting the librettos of his 
operas as he has poured into his music. 
No note of the music is for show; e v e r j 
one interprets some word or idea that 
is in the words; and every thought and 
act of the character is interpreted in 
the music, even if it be so insignificant 
a circumstance as jumping u p a bank 
or running down a flight of steps. T h e 
performers, too, are expected to love 
their work, and to sink themselves in 
their parts; they must cease to be them- 
selves and be the characters they repre- 
sent. 
So that in one of Wagner's 
operas, every one, down to the smallest 
person connected with it, is necessary 
to its production; poet, musician, artists, 
orchestra,—all are great, for each can 
say, "but for me this could not be!"—

There were several sensations created 
at the Molloy-Lee trial at Springfield 
yesterday. The first was when the State's 
attorney said: 
' 'We propose to show be- 
fore the testimony is closed that 
Cora 
Lee fired the pistol shot that killed Sarah 
Graham." 
The second was when Char- 
lie Graham was put on the stand and 
testified: 
"Father and Cora Lee occu- 
pied the same bed at the farm. 
Have 
seen Mrs. Molloy and Cora Lee in bed 
with father. 
Saw Mrs, Molloy in bed 
with father at Washington, 
Kansas." 
Efibrts were made lo break the boys' 
statement but without avail. His evidence 
knocks a big hole in the high moral at- 
mosphere in which Mrs. Molloy is try- 
ing to sail. 


Later on he testified that before there 
was any charge of murder made, he 
signed a letter written by O'Neal to Mrs. 
Breese, of this city. 
When he told Mrs. 
Molloy of this she was greatly agitated 
and exclaimed excitedly: 
"Maybe you 
have signed your father's life away; for 
all you know you may have signed a 
statement that you saw your father kill 
your mother." 
This showed conclusive- 
ly that she at least knew of the murder 
before it was ever charged against Gra- 
ham. 


Last evening Graham wrote a letter to 
Cora Lee Graham. 
It is given below in 
full: 


SPBiNGFTEiiD, Mo., March, 16, '86. 


M Y D E A « CORA—For, however bitter 
you have been against me, I must ever 
regard you as the dearest one in the 
world to me. 
I want to caution you iu 
reference to the course I understand 
your attorneys intend to pursue, in the 
matter of the testimony given by Char- 
ley to-day. 
Now, dear, you claim to 
be a Christian Jwoman. 
Yon say 
you

Can you expect 
me to believe you are in earnest if you 
countenance the attempt to degrade 
the boy and that he testified falstjlv?

for it so anxiously and was so glad when 
it came true ai)d clear.

This is St. Patrick's Day, and every 
patriotic Irishman looks to the ccoasion 
with mach reverence and pride. 
Here 
the observance of the holiday with pa- 
rades and public displays was abandoned 
for more appropriate religious rites, and 
this morning at 10:30, high mass was 
celebrated ^at the Cathedral, t he Irish 
Catholic Benevolent socity attending in 
a body under the folds of Irish oolom 
to listen to an eloquent penegyric from 
the lips of Rev. Father O'Leary. Sham- 
rocks and other emblems of the Green 
Isle are worn profusely, and to.night the 
warm hearted Celts will listen to a lec- 
ture on the Irish question at Library 
hall. 


The story of St. Patrick is an inter- 
esting one although 
history says the 
place of the birth of the patron saint of 
Ireland is involved in some uncertainty, 
A manuscript in the British museum fixef? 
the time in the year 373, and the place at 
Bonaveous Tabemiae, supposed to be 
the modern Bclogne. 
Other authorities 
claim that he was born near KUpatriok, 
in Scotland, 373. 
His death occurred in 
Down, Ulster, March 17, 493 or 495. 
He was captured by a band of marauders 
and taken to Ireland, at the age of six- 
teen, but after some six months escaped 
to Scotland. 
A second^time he was cap- 
tured, and again escaped, but concluded 
to become a missionary iu Ireland, and 
after a long preparation in Scotland, 
he was ordained and consecrated as bish- 
op, entering upon his field of labor 
about the year 432. 
The most extraor- 
or linary results followed his preaching. 
The kings of Dublin and Munster, the 
seven sons of the king of Counaught and 
part of the^r subjects became converts, 
and before his death almost the entire 
island was converted to his faith. 
He 
appointed several other bishops, with 
whom he held council and settled the 
dincipline of the church. 
The lands 
which were bestowed upon St. Patrick 
he devoted to the foundation of churche«, 
to establishing cloisters for both ¡¡sexes 
and to numerous 
monastic 
schools, 
which riourinhed for severnl centuries 
following. 
Through his untiagging zeal 
slavery throughout the island was sup- 
pressed, which had been one of the 
great incentives to the piratical expe- 
ditions that were so frequent. 


The Roman Catholic church observes 
the 17th of March as his festival, and the 
day is commeu-orated 
wherever the 
Catholic church is established.

BT BEN: PERL1S? POORS. 


"When I was at "Washington in 1844, 


tho corre'spondeut of thut stanch 


'old Whig paper, the Boston AtlaN, 
was invited hy Col. Soaton, of tho Na 
'tionctl Intelligence); to attend his'an- 
nual supper to the "Wing Congressmen. 
He also gave one to tho Democrats, and 
'there werft enough recipients of his 
hospitality in each, house to secure a 
frequent'appropriation for the "Annals 
and Debates." Tho old National In- 
telHgencervf&s avery high-toned paper, 
but its editor managed to get a good 
many appropriations for ingenious com- 
binations of printers' ink and paper. 


Col. Seaton then resided in the house 


in -which he passed tho closing years of 
his life, on E street, opposite tho pres- 
ent general postollice. It has within a 
few years been transformed iuto a lager- 
beer saloon, whore burly Teutons im- 
bibe their favorite tipples and eat pret- 
zels. Col. Seaton, who received his 
guests with the courtly grace so seldom 
witnessed nowadays, was a tall, well- 
made and rather good-looking man. 
He commanded the Washington Light 
Infantry Corps when John 
Quincy 


Adams was President, and always re- 
tained his martial air. 


After saluting the host, nearly every- 


one who entered paid their respects to 
ex-President Adams, who sat on the sofa 
at one end of tho room, his form slightly 
bowed by time, but his eyes nowise 
dimmed, a calm seriousness, not devoid 
of melancholy, in his expression, and a 
profundity of thought graven 'on his 
brow. It was his last appearance at 
any social gathering, as three days 
afterward he fell at his post as a repre- 
sentative of Massachusetts, and never 
left the Capitol alive. "The pitcher 
was broken at the fountain," and the 
"old man eloquent" was moiirned, not 
merely with cold praises aud ceremoni- 
ous homages, but with that love which 
speaks in the still, sad music of human- 
ity. Mr. Adams was in excellent spir- 
it?, that night, and he narrated, while I 
was near him, some interesting remi- 
niscences of his rnsidonco in Europe 
when ho was a young man. 


At the other end of the room Henry 


Clay was tho center of a group of 
admirers, who all hoped to see t"Tn 
President before ho died, although ho 
was then upward of' threescore and ten 
years of age. He still retained his 
Biuiuy smilo and his magnetic manners, 
which Mr. Elaine appears to have in- 
herited. Mr. Clay was not then in tho 
Senate, although he returned to that 
body afterward. 
Mr. 
Crittenden, of 


Kentucky, was there, so was that jovial 
liumorist, Tom Corwin, of Ohio, and 
then there was John P, Hale, of Now 
Hampshire, wliohadjust begun his glo- 
rious championship of free soil and free 
speech, and from whom the assaults and 
moera of the Bourbon Senators would 
roll in debate like musket balls from 
tho hido of a rhinoceros. 


Mr. Speaker "Winthrop, that perfect 


gentleman, accomplished statesman and 
able presiding officer, was present, with 
a large majority of the intelligence of 
tho House- of Representatives. 
Ono of 


them was Mr. A. H. Stephens, of 
Georgia, then BO emaciated and fragile 
in appearance that death seemed to 
have claimed him. 
Commodore Stock- 


ton and Gen. Jones represented tho 
two arms of national defense. Chester 
Harding, the "Magnus 
Apollo" of 


American artt 
scanned the groups 


with a painter's cyo, and the talented 
Henley, recently from the court of 
France, paid Ins respects to the master 
minds with Parisian courtesy. 


Tn keep all straight wo had Nathan 


Sin-gent, then tho sergeant-at-arms of 
the House, and the writer of letters 
ligncd "Oliver Oldschool." There was 
the quiet Mr. Brooks, "E. B." of the 
Now York Express, who wont from the 
Whig party into Knownothingisni, and 
is now a rampant. Democrat; the witty 
Ch.irlea Murch, and "Richelieu" Robin- 


son, 
of the New York Tribunet who 


was afterwards a representative in Con- 
gress. 


An old-fashioned Virginia supper was

"Unsuccessful applicants for consulships, 
cl6rkships, judgeshipsi and other ofiic'ea 
worn abundant in the galleries, where 
they openly applauded several telling 
points, nor was there anylack of appre- 
ciation on tho floor of tho Senate, 
Judge Howe was not generally an at- 
tractive speaker, yot ho commanded tho 
undivided attention that afternoon o 
nearly ovcry Senator for two hours and 
n half, and it was evident that a numbei 
of leading Republicans endorsed all thai 
he said. 


Tho speech was evidently carefullj 


prepared. There was a logical precis- 
ion of statement, interspersed with rhe- 
torical commonplaces, scriptural quo 
tations, and jocular remarks, which 
showed how it had been put together 
piecemeal, like au old-fashioned bed- 
quilt. 
The only continuous feature oJ 


the speech was its captious, carping 
criticism of the President. At first 
this attracted attention, but after an 
hour or so it lost the charm of novelty, 
and tho speaker floundered along in a 
quagmire of general disparagement, 
until his wit was swamped and his sar- 
casm, was mired. 


COURTSHIP TirjlOUttH THE BARS. 
Tho windows in Havana are very tall 


and broad and close to the sidewalk. 
Whether with or without sashes and 
glazing, they are embrasures guarded 
by iron bars, more or less ornamental, 
and consequently more or less prison- 
like. The sills are as broad as lounges, 
and tho young ladies are, fond of sitting 
or half reclining in them hi the after- 
noons after thoy liavrf dressed for tlio 
purpose, and the setting sun has shaded 
tho street so that pedestrians begin to 
appear upon it. I never in my lifo saw 
a sight that surprised me more thau 
that which met my gazo when, n,ftei 
registering at the Paris Hotel in San- 
tiago, I turned the first corner for a 
stroll, and saw one or two beautiful 
girls in every window of every house 
along a whole block or more of dwell- 
ings. The sidewalks were BO narrow 
that my shoulders almost brushed the 
plump brown lingers that here aud there 
clasped tho iron bars. 
The pretty 


young women all looked at mo with 
great curiosity, for I was dressed as I 
had been in Now York, and when my 
eyes mot theirs they still stared, not 
boldly, but lazily. One or two flirted 
i» little, rolling their great black eyes 
over the edges of then- fans, and titter- 
ing mischievously. I hurried back to 
the hotel, and found I had been re- 
viewed by tho elite of Santiago. 


Afterward I saw tho same thing in 


other cities, and in Havana, of course, 
I saw more of it and saw it to better 
advantage than anywhere else. It was 
interesting to watch tho young men 
"doing the bear," as they call it there; 
that is, walking up and down on the op- 
posite sido of the way like a bear in a 
cage, or a sentinel on his post, to at- 
tract the attention and, if possible, the 
smiles of the ladies who have smitten 
them. A passor-by can soo into any 
house in tho daytime, and what he sees 
first is a parlor with two rows of rock- 
ing chairs facing one another opposite 
tho window. Tho floor may be tiled or 
not, it may have a chandelier and 
pictures or a rug, or it may have none 
of those tilings, but tho two rows of 
rockers it is absolutely certain to have. 
On these, chairs sit the members of the, 
household in the early evening or at 
night, to enjoy the cool air that plays 
between the street and tho open intorior 
court, whose palms and tropic flowers 
am also soon through the windows.— 
Havana Letter in A'eu; York Sun.

Startling Disclosures Made In 


the Molloy«Lee Trial by Lit- 
tle Charley Graham-George 
Oraham Writes Another

There were several sensations created 


at tho Molloy-Lee trial at Springfield 
yesterday. The first was when the State's 
attorney said: "We proposetoBhowbe- 
fore tho testimony is closed -that Cora 
Lee iired the pistol shot thatkilled Sarah 
Graham." 
The second was when Char- 


lie Graham was put on. the stand and 
testified: 
"Father and Cora Lee occu- 


pied the same bed at the farm.

sen Mrs. Molloy and Cora Lee in. bed 


with father. 
Saw Mrs, Moiloy iu bed 


with father at Washington, Kansas." 
Efforts were made io break the boys' 
itatementbutwithout avail. His evidence 
knocks a big hole in the high moral at- 
mosphere in which Mrs, Molloy is try- 
ing to sail. 


Later on he testified that before there 


was any charge of murder made, he 
ligned a letter "written by O'Neal to Mrs. 
Breeso, of this city. 
When he told Mrs. 


Molloy of this she was greatly agitated 
and exclaimed excitedly: 
"Maybe you 


iave signed your father's life away; for 
all you know you may have signed a 
statement that you saw your father kill 
rour mother." This showed conolusivo- 
y that she at least knew of the murder 
jofore it was _ever charged against Gra- 
lam.

Cora Lee Graham. It is given below in 
nil:

Ireland's Great Holiday and the 


Patrou Saint Whose Mem- 


ory is Kevered. 


This is St. Patrick's Bay, and every 


patriotic Irishman looks to the occasion 
with much reverence and pride. 
Hero 


the observance of the holiday with pa- 
rades and public displays was abandoned 
for more appropriate religious rites, and 
this morning at 10:30, high mass wan 
celebrated iat the Cathedral, t he Irish 
Catholic Benevolent socity attending in 
a body nnder the folds of Irish eolora 
to listen to an eloquent penegyric from 
the lips of Rev. Father O'Leary. Sham- 
rocks and other emblems of the Green 
Isle are worn profusely, and to-night the 
warm hearted Celts will listen to a lec- 
ture on the Irish question at Library 
hall. 


The story of St. Patrick is an inter- 


esting one although history says the 
place of the birth of the patron saint of 
Ireland ia involved in some uncertainty, 
A manuscript in the British museum fixeti 
the time in the year 373, and tho place at 
Bonaveous Taberniae, supposed to be 
the modern Bologne. Other authorities 
claim that he was born near Kilpatriok, 
in Scotland, 373. His death occurred in 
Down, Ulster, March 17, 493 or 495. 
He was. captured by a band of marauders 
and taken to Ireland, at the age of six- 
teen, but after some six months escaped 
to Scotland. A second^time he waa cap- 
tured, and again escaped, but concluded 
to become a missionary in Ireland, and 
after a long preparation iu Scotland, 
he was ordained and consecrated as bish- 
op, entering upon his field of labor 
about the year 432. Tho most extraor- 
ortfinary results followed his preaching. 
The kings of Dublin aud Monster, the 
seven sons of tho king of Connaught and 
part of the'r subjects became converts, 
and before his death almost tho entire 
island was converted to his faith. 
Ho 


appointed several other bishops, with 
whom he held council anrl settled the 
discipline of the church. 
The lauds 


which were bestowed upon St. Patrick 
he devoted to thofoundation of churchet, 
to establishing cloisters for both Jsexes 
and to numerous monastic schools, 
which flourished for several centuries 
following. Through his unfiaggiug zeal 
slavery throughout tho island was sup- 
pressed, which had been one of the 
great incentives to tbe piratical expe- 
ditions that were so frequent. 


Tbo Roman Catholic church observes 


the 17th of March as his festival, and the 
day is commemorated wherever tho 
Catholic ohuroh is established.
